ORDER 
In the G. O. read above Government sanctioned a Scheme 
for the grant of pension to all destitutes who are seventy years 
of age or more. The General Rules relating to the scheme are 
given in the Annexure to the above G. O. 

2. It has now been brought to the notice of Government 
that quite a number of persons who are seventy years or more 
and who are in a condition of real destitution are not getting the 
benefit of the above scheme owing to the restricted scope given 
to the term " Destitute" in Rule 2 of the rules. Having examined 
the question, the Government consider that a liberalisation of 
the rules is necessary so that the benefit of the scheme will be 
available to all old persons who are really in a condition of 
destitution They are accordingly pleased to order the follow 
ing modifications to the General Rules: 
(i ) The term " real brother" occurring as item (ii) under 

Rule 2 will be deleted 
(ii) The second proviso under Rule 2 will be substituted 

by the following : - 

" a person will be deemed to be a destitute if the 
wife has attained the age of fifty five years or 

over " 
(iii ) The existing note ( ii ) to Rule 2 will be substituted by 

the following : 
" In cases where , in the opinion of the District Collector , any 
person of 70 years of age or over is really in a condition of 
destitution , the Collector may, at his discretion , recommend the 
grant of pension eventhough the individual has one or more 
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relatives of the categories mentioned in this rule. In such cases 
the Collector shall record in writing the special reasons in 
support of his recommendation ." 

3. This order will have effect from 1-11-1960. The Collectors 
will accordingly re -examine the applications which have already 
been rejected by them under the old rules. 

4. The Collectors are also requested to arrange for giving 
wide publicity to the above modifications to the Old Age Pension 
Scheme. As the pensions sanctioned before the close of this 
financial year will have effect from 1-11-1960, the Secretary , 
Board of Revenue and the District Collectors are requested to 
arrange for the disposal of all the pending applications before 
31-3-1961.

ANNEXURE I. 
Rules for the payment of grant to Co- operative Societies engaged 

in Small Scale Industries . 
1. The sanctioning of grant by Government to Industrial 
Co - operative Societies engaged in Small Scale Industries will be 
governed by these rules. 

2. For the purpose of these rules, Industrial Co- operative 
Societies are defined as special types of Co - operative societies 
where the workers themselves engaged in the Industry for 
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which the society has been organised are members and would 
share in the profit . The number of non -worker members who 
may be admitted in such societies in cases in which the workers 
may not be able to provide leadership , capital, managerial ability 
or outside influence in the measure necessary for success , 
should be restricted to 10 per cent of the total number of 
members. For this purpose the Manager and members of the 
Administrative staff of and Industrial Co- operative Society will 
be eligible for its membership . For purposes of these rules 
Small Scale Industries will include all industrial units with a 
capital investment of not more than Rs. 5 lakhs irrespective of 
the number of persons employed and engaged in the Indnstries , 
not registered under the Industries (Development and Regu 
lation ) Act, 1951 and not covered by the all India Statutory 
Boards. A list of Small Scale Industries for this purpose is 
given at annexure IV . 

3. Only such Co-operatives as are registered under the Co- ope 
rative Societies Act and which are engaged in Small Scale 
Industries activities shall be recognised by the Industries Depart 
ment as eligible for grant under these rules . 

4. Grants will be given to meet the establishment charges of 
a Paid Manager or Secretary and / or Technical Officer , wherever 
necessary and also in special cases for the purchase of machinery 
and tools, if specifically provided in the Schemes approved by 
the Director of Industries and Commerce subject to the condi 
tions laid down in these rules. A Co -operative Society may be 
given grant towards establishment charges and machinery and 
tools for a period of three years. Grant towards pay and allow 
ances of the Secretaries and / or Technical Officers will be given 
on a sliding scale, that is , during the first year cent per cent; 
during the second year 66 2 /3 % and during the third year 
33 1 / 3 % . 

5. The Governmentmay depute Officers of Co-operatives Depart 
ment to work as Managers of Industrial Co-operatives on foreign 
service terms under the direction and control of the Board of 
Directors of the Societies for a period of three years at a time, 
wherever necessary . The society should train one of its em 
ployees to take the place of the deputed Officer within the 
period of deputation . 

6. The Societies getting grant from the Industries Depart 
ment will not be eligible for grant from any other source . The 
application for grant must be submitted in the form given in 
Annexure II duly recommended by the District Industries Officer 
when notification is published in the Government Gazette . The 
District Industries Officer while recommending the application , 
will furnish full details regarding the society such as abstracts 
of receipts and expenditure for the previous year, estimated 
receipts and expenditure for the current year, financial aid 
received from Government through different departments during 
the previous year, utilisation of previous grant, refund of excess 
amount etc. , 


7. In the case of any society which has to be paid a grant 
exceeding Rs. 5,000 the Director of Industries and Commerce 
will submit to Government , each year a list of such societies 
along with the purposes for which the grant is meant. Grant 
upto Rs. 5,000 for a society will be sanctioned by the Director 
of Industries and Commerce as per powers delegated to the 
Director of Industries and Commerce in G. O. MS. No. 62 / Ind. 
dated 23-1-1959. 

8. The grants shall be spent, within six months from the date 
of payment of the grant, for the purposes for which they are 
sanctioned . 

9. The amount of grants shall be deposited either in a Co 
operative Bank or in a Government Treasury approved by the 
Director of Industries and Commerce within one week from the 
date of receipt of the amount on behalf of the society in the 
name of the President. The Director of Industries and Commerce 
while communicating his approval to open accounts with the 
Bank or Treasury shall inform the Bank or Treasury that pay 
ments shall be made only by cheques or withdrawal forms 
countersigned by him or any person authorised by him on that 
behalf. 

10. The President and all other members of the Managing 
Committee of the society shall be jointly and severally responsi 
ble for the proper utilisation of the grants. 

11. Any grant remaining unutilised after six months from the 
date of payment of the grant shall be refunded to the Govern . 
mentwithin one month after the date of expiry of the said six 
months fixed for the utilisation of the grant and a chalan of 
remittance for the refund shall be forwarded to the Director of 
Industries and Commerce . 

12. (i) All expenses shall be properly accounted for and be 
supported by proper vouchers. 

( ii) The registers and other documents and stock of the 
society shall be made available for periodical inspection and 
audit by the Director of Industries and Commerce or by any 
Officer authorised by him in that behalf. 

The accounts of the society shall always be open for audit 
by the Acountant General, Kerala as laid down in G.O. 
No. 107/ 59/ Fin . dated 5-3-1959 . 

13. On breach of any or all of the conditions laid down by 
these rules the President and other members of the Managing 
Committee shall jointly and severally be liable for the amount 
of grant and the grants shall be recoverable from them and their 
properties ,movable or immovable , as arrears of land revenue 
under the provisions of the Revenue Recovery Act for the time 
being in force or in such other manner as the Government may 
deem fit. 

14. These rules shall be accepted by the Board of Directors of 
the Society by a resolution duly passed by it when applying for 
the financial assistance under the scheme. 


15 The grants sanctioned to an Industrial Co- operative Society 
• under the rules shall in no way exceed the paid up share capital 
of the society . 

16. An agreement in the form given in Annexure III to these 
rules shall be execured by the President and all the members of 
the Managing Committee of the society before the grants are 
di: bursed . 

17. A statement of expenditure incurred outof the grant shall 
be submitted by the society to the District Industries Officer not 
later than one month after the expiry of six months of the pay 
ment of the grants together with a chalan of remittance for the 
relund of any balance . The District Industries Officer shall 
verify the statement and the chalan and forward a utilisation 
certificate to the Director of industries and Commerce.

AWARD 
The industrial dispute between the management of Ms. Ebrahim 
Currim & Sons, Kozhikode and their workmen represented by the 
Secretary, Mercantile Employees Association , Kozhikode was referred 
to this Tribunal for adjudication by order No. 31964|L5|60 of the Health 
and Labour Departinent (Labour ) of the Government of Kerala dated 
3-6-1960. The only issue referred to adjudication is regarding the " leave 
facilities of Sri K. P. Chandu " . 

2. In the union statement it is contended that Shri Chandu was 
working for about 13 years in the shop Establishment under the manage 
ment. His service conditions were governed by the Madras Shops and 
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Establishments Act, 1947. By the letter of the management dated 
26-2-1959 Shri Chandu was transferred from shop section to the factory 
section under the management from 2-3-1959. He is working in the 
factory since then . Shri Chandu was not told at the time of transfer that 
his conditions of service were intended to be altered by the transfer nor 
was he given any notice of change as contemplated in Section 9A of 
the Industrial Disputes Act. In September, 1959 the management . 
informed him to avail off leave under the Factories Act which he refused. 
According to the union Shri Chandu is entitled to leave facilities as pro 
vided in the Madras Shops and Establishments Act, and not as per the 
Factories Act as contended by the management. The union prays to 
pass an award declaring that the said Chandu is entitled to leave facilities 
under the Madras Shops and Establishments Act. 

8. In the reply statement of the management it is contended that 
Shri Chandu was formerly employed in the retail shop section under the 
management. On 26-2-1959 Shri Chandu was informed in writing that 
the management intend to place him in charge of the umbrella factory 
on trial and that if found efficient would be made permanent there. 
Mr. Chandu agreed to this in writing and accordingly he was placed in 
the factory and was subsequently confirmed there. He is now on the 
factory muster- roll. He is governed by the provisions of the Factories 
Act and Rules. The union allegation that the management did not inform 
him of the change in his service conditions brought about by the transfer 
is denied in the management statement. The management contende 
that they have not made any change in the service conditions of Shri 
Chandu . Having agreed to serve the management in the factory Shri 
Chandu is governed by the Factories Act . The claim of the union is 
without merit and has to be disallowed. The management has also a 
cake that the instant one is not an industrial dispute but is only an 
individual dispute and this court has no jurisdiction to adjudicate upon 
the matters referred to here. 

4. The union filed a rejoinder controverting the allegations of the 
management in their reply statement. The union denies that the dispute 
is an individual dispute . The union contends that the name of Chandu 
is not in the Muster rolls of the factory. According to the union the 
transfer from the Shop section to the factory will not bring to an end the 
leave facilities enjoyed by him while in the shops section . According to 
the union Shri K. P. Chandu did not know at the time of his transfer 
that his conditions of service would in future be governed by the Factories 
Act. The management has really changed the service conditions of Shri 
K. Chandu without giving notice under Section 9A of the Industrial 
Disputes Act. The union has also reiterated in the rejoinder their con 
tentions in the statement and pray to pass an award allowing leave 
facilities to Shri Chandu under the Shops and Establishments Act. 

5. The Union examined Shri Chandu and marked Exts, wi to W8. 
The management examined MW1 the manager Mr. F. Hussain and marked 
Ext. M1. 


8. Under the Madras Shops and Establishments Act an employee 19 
entitled to get annually 36 holidays with wages. Under the Factories 
Act an employee is entitled to get only 1 day for every 20 days wordt 
which would work out approximately 18 days in an year. Shri Chandu 
while an employee in the shop was getting 36 holidays with wages in 
on year ; now as a factory employee he can get only 18 days leave with 
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evagey tn en year. Shri Chandu was working in the retail shop of the 
management for about 13 years. He was transferred on 2-3-1959 frem 
the shop section to the factory section under tce management. The 
short point that arises for consideration is wheller Chandu is entitled 
to get leave facilities under the Madras Shops and Establishments Act 
or under the Factories Act . The union contends that Shri Chandu is to 
be governed by the provisions of the Madras Shops and Establishments 
Act in the matter of the leave facilities while working in the factory. The 
management on the other hand contends that Shri Chandu is now a 
factory worker and is governed in law by the provisions of the Sectories 
Act. 

7. The learned counsel for , the union Shri K. K. Marer argued that 
the management did not make him understand at the time of transfer 
to the factory that he would get only leave with wages according to 
the Factories Act and not according to the Madras Shops and Establish 
ments Act. The learned counsel also contended that the transfer of Shri 
Chandu to the factory was without notice of change as contemplated 
under Section 9A of the Industrial Disputes Act. Shri Chandu was 
working in the retail shop under the management for the past 13 years. 
On 26-2-1959 the management wrote Ext. Mi letter to him . It is stated 
in Ext. Mi letter that they intend to place him on probation in the 
umbrella factory and if found fit he would be placed in the Umbrella 
Factory permanently with remuneration . Shri Chandu was directed in 
Ext. Mi letter itself to return the same with his signature if he was 
willing to undergo the probation course in the umbrella factory so that 
the management could take necessary action for his training in the 
umbrella factory . Shri Chandu accepted in writing the offer contained in 
Ext. Mi letter and signed the letter and the same was returned to the 
nianagement on the same day . By the terms of Ext. Mi letter Shri 
Chandu was asked by the management whether he was willing to undergo 
training in the umbreila factory and take up an appointment in the 
umbrella factory if found fit by the management. Chandu accepted the 
same. He was found fit by the management and was appointed in the 
factory on 2-3-1959. Nothing happened for sometime. All the work 
ers in the umbrella factory were asked to avail off their accumulated 
annual leave from 5-9-1959 to 20-9-1959. That was the leave season for 
all the workers in the umbrella factory . Shri Chandu was asked to 
take leave along with others . This letter of the management to Shri 
Chandu asking him to vail ave along with other factory workers 
is Ext. W2 dated 4-9-1959. He objected to this letter by Ext. W3 dated 
7-9-1959. In Ext. W3 it is stated that so far as leave facilities are 
concerned , he is governed by the provisions in the Madras Shops and 
Establishments Act. He declined to accept the leave facilities provided 
under the Factories Act along with other workers and he did not avail 
Oif the leave from 6-9-1959 to 20-9-1959. At that time conciliation talks 
were going on regarding the question of salary revision of the workers 
in the shop establishment under the management. That was settled on 
3-11-1959 by Ext. W8 agreement. That Ext. W8 agreement settled the 
grades of pay and allowance of the workers in the shop establishment 
under the management. Since Shri Chandu was in the factory he was 
not benefited by Ext. W8 settlement. Shri Chandu sent Ext. wg letter 
dated 2-12-1959 to the management and requested to extend the benefit of 
the settlement in Ext. W8 to him also. The District Labour Officer 
took up this matter. Finally the management wrote Ext. W6 letter 


Bated 29-2-1960 to the District Labour Omcer, Calicut with copy to SKN 
Checdu . By Ext. W6 letter the management extended the benefit of 
Ext. W8 agreement to Shri Chandu also with the definite condition that 
with regard to other benefits he is not covered by the Madras Shops 
and Establishments Act. Further it is laid down in Ext. W6 that Shri 
Chandu is to be governed by the provisions of the Factories Act. The 
conditions laid down in Ext. W6 were accepted by Sri Chandu on 1-3-1060 
and he also received Rs. 56 on 1-3-1960 on aitment in the grade coverad 
in Ext. W8. From the above discussions it is clear that the management 
placed him in the umbrella factory with his written consent. By the 
terms of Ext. M1 letter Shri Chandu was asked whether he was willing 
to work in the factory. Shri Chandu accepted the conditions in Ext. M1 
letter and took up training in the umbrella factory from 26-2-1059. 
Finding him efficient he was taken as a regular employee in the umbrella 
factory from 2-3-1959. When Ext. W8 settlement was arrived at fixing 
new grades of pay and allowance to the employees in the shop Shri 
Chandu claimed the benefit of the grade given to the shop employees . 
The managenient extended that benefit also to Shri Chandu subject to 
the conditions laid down in Ext. W6. In Ext. W6 it is definitely laid 
down that he will continue to be governed under the provisions of the 
Factories Act and will not be entitled to the benefits covered by the 
Madras Shops and Establishments Act. The benefit of Ext. W8 settle 
ment was given to him on his agreeing that he is not entitled to get 
any other benefits arising under Madras Shops and Establishment Act. 
The contention of the union that Shri Chandu did not know that he would 
Le deprived of the leave facilities under the Madras Shops and Establish 
ments Act is without any merit and is unsustainable . Those who are 
in the shop are governed by the provisions of the Madras Shops and 
Establishments Act, and those who are in the factory are governed by 
the Factories Act. Shri Chandu cannot claim any exemption to this 
general rule of law . The claim of Chandu that as regards leave facill 
ties are concerned he must be governed by the Madras Shops and Esta 
blishments Act is inconsistent with the provisions of law and would lead 
to anomalies in its practical application besides creating Industrial unrest 
among the different sections of workers in the management establish 
ment. In the Madras Government G.O. Ms. No. 545 Development dated 
10th February, 1950 it is laid down that the provisions in the Madras 
Shops and Establishments Act will not be applicable to persons employed 
in factories. The notification is given below : 

" G.O. Ms. No. 545, Development, 10th February, 1950. 
No. 146 – In exercise of the powers conferred by Section 6 of the Madras 
Shops and Establishments Act, 1947 (Madras Act XXXVI of 1947 ), and 
In supersession of the Development Department Notification No. 1085, 
dated the 5th November, 1948, published at page 1101 of part I of the 
Fort St. George Gazette, dated the 16th November, 1948 , as subsequently 
amended . His Excellency the Governor of Madras hereby exemuts per 
nanen ly all persons employed on any kind of work in factories and 
governed by the Factories Act, 1948 (Central Act LXIII of 1948 ), from 
all provisions of the Madras Shops and Establishments Acts, 1917." 

8. The learned counsel Shri K. K. Marar for the union contended 
that the transfer from shop section to the factory section has caused 
change in the service conditions of the employee and this change was 
effected by the management without giving notice to the worker under 
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Of course 


Section 9A of the Industrial Disputes Act. The leave facilities enjoyed 
by the worker while in the shop section was reduced in the factory 
section and this is a change in the condition of the service. 
the management has not given a notice under Section 9A for effecting 
this change. Even taking it as a change, no such notice is necessary 
under Section 9A where the change is effected in pursuance of any 
agreement as contemplated under sub -section 1 ( b ) of Section 9A . Here 
in the instant case Ext. M1 tantamounts to an agreement before effect 
ing the change. The worker was asked whether he would accept work 
in the factory and he agreed to it. So the transfer is not vitiated for 
want of notice under Section 9A of the Indestrial Disputes Act . Sub 
sequently the benefits under Ext. W8 agreement were extended to Shri 
Chandu on his agreeing to be governed by the provisions of the Factories 
Act. He is estopped now from contending otherwise. Over and above 
this, the transfer to the factory section cannot be taken as a change 
in the service condition of Chandu. It is a new appointment given to 
the worker with his consent after the necessary training. The new 
post in the factory is given to the worker after finding him it during 
the probationary period and cannot be taken as a transfer from one 
section to another causing change in the conditions of service. Now there 
is another thing also to be taken into consideration . The retail shop 
where he was working was subsequently acquired by Government for 
constructing the railway overbridge. The original shop where he was 
working is not existing now . There is no question therefore of Chandu 
being reverted to his original place in the retail shop . Mr. Marar also 
argued that the leave provisions in the Factories Act are repugnant 
as the same are contrary to leave provisions in the Madras Shops and 
Establishments . Act. The Madras Shops and Establishments Act was 
passed in 1947. The Factories Act was passed only in 1948. In the 
Factories Act leave with wages is provided only one day for every 
20 days of work which would work out approximately 18 days in an 
year. In the Madras Shops and Establishments Act 36 holidays with 
wages are provided . The Madras Shops and Establishments Act was 
enacted earlier than the Factories Act and is a provincial Act. The 
T actories Act is a Central enactment. Mr. Marar argued that in so far 
as the leave provisions in the Madras Shops and Establishments Act are 
repugnant to the leave provisions in the Factory Act, the provisions in 
the latter Act are invalid. But no repugnancy can arise as the Central 
and provincial legislatures are legislating upon different fields. The 
question of repugnancy can arise only when the Central and State legis 
latures enact inconsistent provisions in the same field in concurrent 
subjects. Here the fields are different. But this also will not help 
Shri Chandu in view of his acceptance of the conditions in Ext. M1 and 
subsequent ratification of the same in Ext. w . 

9. The learned counsel for the management Shri S. K. Subramania 
Tyer argued that the instant dispute is not an industrial dispute but is 
only an individual dispute and this court has no jurisdiction to pass an 
award in this case. His argument is that the worker has no backing 
of the other workers in the factory for his demand to get the leave 
fo.cilities sanctioned. The case of an individual worker can be an indus 
trial dispute provided the same is espoused by the majority of workers 
in the establishment. The union has the membership of the majority of 
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workers in the management concern . The union has espoused the cause 
of Shri Chandu and is an industrial dispute and this court has jurisdic 
tion to pass an award granting appropriate relief . There is no want of 
jurisdiction . 

10. I find that worker Shri Chandu is governed by the provisions 
of the Factories Act and he is entitled to the leave facilities as per the 
provisions of that Act . He is not entitled to the leave facilities as pro 
vided in the Madras Shops and Establishments Act . The parties to 
suffer their respective costs . I pass the award on terms and conditions 
indicated above and the same shall become enforceable after 30 days of 
its publication in the Government Gazette.

AWARD 
By order No. 31229 /L3 /6 .1 of the Health and Labour 
Department of the Goverament of Kerala dited 13 6-1950 . the 
slove Industrial dispute between the management of Raja 
Rajeswar Mills Ltd , Azhikode and their workmen represe ted 
by the Secretary, Chirakkal Taluk Handloom Workers Usion , 
Cannanore was referred to this court for adjudicition . The 
only issue referred in regarding the non -employment of Shii 
V. N. Kumaran . 
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2. In the union statement it is contended that when the 
worker went to the factory as us al on 8-2-1360 he found his 
warp damaged ty pouring acid on it. He repor edhe inat er 
to ti e fact ry manager and the manager was indiffer pl in taking 
act on on the r : port of the worker. Subsequen :ly also the worker 
found the warp damaged by pouri g acid and cutting art of the 
warp . The worker then also mad represen ations regarding 
thi, matter to the Manager but nn a tion was taken . On 3-3-1960 
the propri tor of the factory · Sri A. K. Nair told him not to 
enter tre factory thereafter, and a ked him to get out of the 
factory. Thus from 3-3-1960 onwards he was not allowed to 

work in the fact ry . The denial of work is against all a cepted 
| principles of na ui al justice. The den al of employment is 

actua ed by mala fi e on the part of the management . This 
is vicumisation of the worker Jor his trade union 

ac ivities, 
The union prays for his reinstatement with back wages and 
continuity of service . 

3. In the reply statement of the management it is contended 
that the wirner las absented from work voluntarily and be 
bas nit been dismissed by the management. The allegation 
that the said worker was told no : 10 nter the factory by 
Sr. A. K. Nair on 3-3-1966 is depied in the management state 
ment. The warps of Sri Kumaian and another Krishnan were 
fourd to have some damage. Kumaran s warp was repaired 
and he con inued to work on it, and also got wages for that 
work . Then he was found absent for a number of days , 
On enquiry the management underst, od that the worker 
Kumaran wanted daily wage , for his work and asserted that he 
could work only on getting daily wag , s . He was unwilling 
even to work on the new warp . He was given a number of 
opportunities to carry on win the work ; but he did not avail 
any of such oportunities. The allegations io the union stater 
nient that ihe managemert did not 1 ake any enquiries with 
Itcard to his complaint is denied in the management state gent.

not to cater the factory by Sri A. K. Nair from 3-3- 96 . 
The case of the management 1. that he abandoned his work 
from 23- -1960 ani refused to cometo ih factory hereaf er 
for work The union cortes ds that the work ws a :ked not 
to en er he tactory premises fron 3-3 1960 and thus he was 
deprived of his employo ent from that date onward .. 

6. Si ri V. N.Kumaran was in the employmen of the manale 
ment for about 4 ye rs, and was g . ting about Rs. 5 all.. He 
was a pirce-sa e worker and his daily inc ne depended upon 
his ability . There was no hitch between the m nagement ad 
the worker till the beg n ig of February, 196 , except an 
ins ance of absence without per nision on a prtv.ou 
When the wor er came for wyk on 8-1.60 he jour d his Warp 
dan aged by pi uring acid . He reported the matter to the 
manager and started working on the same warp after cutting 
away the damaged portion . It takes some time to cut aw.y the 
damiged portion and to set right the wolp again resulting in 
loss of tim for a part of the day.

7. Ext. M6 is Muster roll. V. N. Kumaran is marked 
ahsant from 24-2-1300 onwards and it is seen from Ext. M8 
Wagis Regis er that the warp given to V. N. Kumaran was 
su sequently completed by Cheruvakkotan Sreedharan and he 
was given Rs. 22:57 for completing it. Cheruvakko:an 
Sreedharan took uy that work on the warp after that warp 
was a bandoned by V. N. Kumaran . It is clear that Shri 
Kumran has not worked from 232-1960 onwar is . In his 
evidence he stated that he has worker from 23-2-1960 to 3-3-1960 
and received w ges for the same.

Siri A. K. Nair has said in his evilence 
that the worker refuse i to work on his origioal warp on 
piece -rate . He was willing to work on it only on time - rate 
ka is . The maragen ent direted the maistrv to zive him 
another w rp and the maistry kept for him another warp. But 
the worker was r fusing to accept the sare. When the 
Assistant Labour Offa r insrected the factory the maistry told 
this in the presence of the worker A. K. Nair and the Ass s aut 
LaborOficer. It is at the direction of the Assistant Latour 
Oficer that the management gave Ext. M6 statement to him . 
Thus there is p eponderance of evidence to show that the 
mnacerent was prepared to give another wa p to the worker 
when tae original warp was damaged . Themanagement asked 
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him to apply for the same. Even they issued a notice to tim 
inviting his application he did not apply . Toe management 
directed the maistry to make ready another warp for Shri 
V. N.Kumarap . Themaistry kept it for 3 days and it was on 
tlie third day i. e . 5-3-1960 that the Assistant Labour Oficer 
visited the factory . Then there was a free discussion of what 
has transpired upto that date . Without ady appli.ation from 
the worker the management kept for him one warp which he 
did not make use of. His case was that he must be given the 
original damaged warp and must be allowed to work on it on 
time rate basis to which the management was not quite willing . 
The worker was given ample opportunities for work . He was 
contending that he lost 11 days work from 8-2-1960 to 23-2-1960 
and the managementmust pay him for that. But from Ext. M8 
it is seen that he was getting wages during these days. During 
these days he has lost part of his time for repairing the 
damaged warp and to cut the damaged portion of the cloth . 
But this is not due to the fault of management. The worker 
was adamant to continue on his old warp . and that too on time 
rate system . I find that the management has not denied 
employment to the worker. It was brought about by his im 
prudence. Legally he is not entitled to any relief. It is a case 
where the worker has lost his employment by abandoning his 
work and the management has not denied him employment. The 
worker is not legally entitled to any relief. The direction of 
the management to apply for a warp was not complied with by 
the worker. The management even kept ready one warp for 
him which he not accept. The worker must have failed to make 
use of the opportunities offered by the management due to the 
wrong notions of his-legal righ s. I appeal to the management 
to give him one more opportunity for work . After 
all he is only an ignorantworker and the management must be 
magnanimous enough to give him one more chance if he applies 
for a warp . This is not a part of the award but only an appeal 
to the management. No costs. 

I pass the award as indicated above and the same shall 
become enforceable after 30 days of its pub.ication in the 
GovernmentGazette .

12-12-1960. The question referred for adjudication relates to 

" Discharge of Shri Kunjachan , Watcher" . 

Pursuant to the issue of summonses, the Union has 
filed its statement. On 6-2-1961, to which date the case stood 
posted for filing statement of the Management, the parties have 
jointly filed a compromise petition settling the dispute between 
them , and it is given below as an Annexure . 

I accept the above compromise petition and pass an award 
in terms of the same, and the Annexure given below will form 
part of the award .

BYE -LAWS. 
1. In these bye - laws, Act means the Travancore- Cochin 
Local Authorities Entertainment Tax Act (VI of 1951) . 

2. These bye- laws shall come into force immediately after 
their publication in the Government Gazette. 

3. The Local Authorities Entertainment Tax Rules, 1951 
issued by Government under Section 11 of the Act shall be 
strictly followed . 

4. The Paipad Panchayat shall levy entertainment tax at the 
rate of 121 % under section 3 of the Act on all payments for 
admission to every entertainment held within the Panchayat 
area unless exempted specially from payment of tax under 
section 7 ( 1) & (3 ) of the Act. The tax due for an entertainment 
shall be paid into the Panchayat Office before 12 noon on the 
next working day. 

5. ( a ) Notwithstanding anything contained in the bye -law 
No. 4 above, the Panchayat may compound the tax payable in 
respect of any entertainment, for a consolidated payment under 
section 4 of the Act : 

Provided the consolidated payment shall be paid in such 
instalments as may be decided by the Panchayat. 

(b ) Ordinarily the tax may be compounded for a period 
of three months at a time for announts which shall not be less 
than 75 % of the probable estimate of tax payable under 
section 3 of the Act . 

( c ) Any Proprietor or Manager of an Entertainment the 
tax in respect of which is compounded as said above, shall 
furnish to the Panchayat either a weekly or a monthly return 
as decided by the Panchayat showing ( separately for each class 
of payments ) the gross sum received by him on account of pay 
ments for admission to the entertainment. 

6. The Proprietor or Manager of an entertainment or series 
of entertainments shall, not less than three days before the 
commencement of the entertainment or the first of a series of 
entertainments apply to the Panchayat for permission to hold 
the entertainment or entertainments as the case may be , with 
full particulars such as : 
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( 1) name and address of the Proprietor ; 
( 2) the place , time and duration of the entertainment ; 
(3) classes of accommodation and the rates of payment 

for admission ; and 
(4) the manner in which admission will be regulated and 

checked and other details asmay be called for by 

the Panchayat : 
Provided the application for permission to hold an entertain 
ment shall be liable to be summarily rejected , if the particulars 
required by bye - law No. 6 are not duly and properly furnished . 
The Panchayat may grant permission in other cases, subject to 
such conditions and restrictions as the Panchayat may think 
necessary . 

7. Every permission granted under the above bye-law shall 
specify the period for which and the restrictions, subject to 
which and conditions subject to which the permission granted 
and shall be signed by the Executive Authority . 

8. (a ) The Proprietor or Manager of an entertainment shall 
in case of entertainment for which admission will be by tickets, 
produce all tickets for admission before the Executive Authority , 
not less than 24 hours before the commencement of the enter 
tainment along with a statement showing the numbers of tickets 
under the different classes, the rate of payment for admission in 
each class and the particulars of complimentary tickets or free 
passes proposed to be issued . 

(b ) The complimentary tickets or free passes shall not 
exceed 5 % of the seating capacity of the respective classes . 

9. ( a ) The Executive Authority shall return the ticket duly 
sealed or stamped and shall make arrangements for the collection 
and remittance of the tax . All directions which the Executive 
Authority may issue in this behalf shall be followed and 
complied with by the Proprietors of the Entertainment. 

(b ) In case separate stamps or labels denoting tax are 
decided to be issued , the Executive Authority shall arrange for 
selling the stamps or labels to the Proprietor or Manager on 
payment of the full price thereof, in any case tickets not bearing 
the Panchayat seals or stamps or label shall not be issued for 
admission to any entertainment by its Proprietor. 

10. The Proprietor shall furnish cash security as may be 
decided by the Panchayat to ensure the due and prompt pay 
ment of the tax and the security so furnished shall be refunded 
to him on remittance of the tax in full or adjusted towards the 
final payment of the tax if he so chooses. 

11. No Proprietor shall, when once the tax has been com 
pounded under section 4 of the Act alter the rate of admission 
to the different classes of seats and such other particulars 
previously furnished to the Executive Authority without the 
previous sanction of the Panchayat. 

12. No entertainment shall be held between 2 a . m . and 6 a . m 
without the previous sanction of the Panchayat.

(b ) The Proprietor shall keep a register, of payments for 
admission , the tax collected, remitted , in the form prescribed for 
the purpose, if so required, by the Executive Authority .

to amend the Kerala Agriculturists Debt Relief Act , 1958 (81 

of 1958 ) . 

Preamble . — WHEREAS it is expedient to amend the Kerala 
Agriculturists Debt Relief Act, 1958 ( 31 of 1958 ) , for the pur. 
poses hereinafter appearing ; 

BE it enacted in the Eleventh Year of the Republic of India 
as follows : 

1. Short title and commencement.- ( 1 ) This Act may be 
called the Kerala Agriculturists Debt Relief (Amendment) Act. 
1960. 

( 2 ) It shall be deemed to have come into force on the 14th 
day of July 1958 . 

2. Amendment of section 2 , Act 31 of 1958.- In section 2
